No-Kill Court Case Continues 


Legal maneuvers continue in the no-kill court case as the 
state attorney general’s office has filed a motion requesting 
Circuit Court Judge Alton T. Davis to reconsider his decision 
allowing an injunction against no-kill rules on the AuSable to 
remain. 

If the state is unsuccessful in this attempt to have Davis 
change his decision, they can appeal the case to a higher 
court. The motion for Davis to reconsider his decision was 
filed April 6. The state contends Davis used the wrong stan- 
dard of review, The state says the court applied the com- 
petent, material, and substantial evidence test rather than 
the arbitrary and capricious standard of review.

Peak Fire Season 
Arrives Early Here 


Peak forest fire season came a lot earlier 
to Crawford County this year. 

‘We had an early spring and its been one 
of our drier springs so far,” said locat DNR 
fire fighter Dan Schrock. “It’s going to take 
a lot of rain to keep this from being one of 
our worst springs for fire conditions.” 

Crawford County had its first brush fire 
this year on March 17 — one of the earliest 
dates ever according to veteran DNR fire 
fighter Duane Brooks. 

There were two brush fires in March and 
there have been four so far in April in the 
county. The biggest fire was about one and a 
half acres. The other five were less than one 
acre. 

Last Saturday with dry conditions and a 
high wind, fire conditions in Crawford Coun- 
ty almgst reached the extreme level, said 
Schrock. The DNR rates fire conditions 
from low, moderate, high, very high, to ex- 
treme based on weather conditions and 
forest moisture conditions. 

The worst time in Crawford County for 
forest fires is in spring before the forests 
and ground cover have turned green. 

With the snow gone from the ground, DNR

1,800 Record 


The ilth Annual Dawn Patrol sponsored 
by the Kirtland Aviation Chapter Sunday, 
May 3rd, will try to break records set last 
year. 

In 1986 more than 1,800 persons attended 
the Dawn Patrol and 150 planes flew in for 
the event held at the Grayling McNamara 
Airport. 

This year the Dawn Patrol will feature an 
aerobatic show featuring Don Forton in his 
Steen Skybolt performing stalls, spins, and 
other maneuvers. 

World War II vintage aircraft will also be 
on display at the Dawn Patrol. A PSI Mus- 
tang U.S. fighting and surveilance single- 
engine plane will be on display. The low- 
wing airplane has a 12-ylinder Allison 
engine that burns 130 gallons an hour. 


There will be experimental aircraft, ultra- 
light aircraft, and military aircraft on dis- 
play at the show along with remote control 
planes. The Traverse City Remote Control 
Club will be bringing over 1/4-scale models 
that are big enough for a person to sit in. The 
Houghton Lake Remote Control Club is also 
expected to bring planes to fly depending on 
the weather, 

Prizes will be given out for the youngest 
and oldest pilots, oldest aircraft, and 
farthest distance flown. People’s Choice 
trophies, a Production class trophy, and a 
Home-Built class trophy will be awarded. 
Dash plaques will be given for the first 20 
aircraft arrivals. Door prizes will also be 
given away.

fire fighters remind all county residents 
that any type of burning requires a permit. 
Persons may stop by the field office or 
phone 348-6371 for a permit. The permits are 
issued on a day to day basis. On days with 
dangerous fire conditions, the DNRcean deny 
permits. 

“Crawford County residents have been 
great about obtaining permits,” said 
Schrock. “‘Other counties around us have 
had more small fires.” 

Permits are required for all burning from 
now until the snow is back on the ground 
next winter. Some burning is allowed in 
barrels that meet certain specifications. 
The DNR field office has information on 
legal burn barrels. 

Many brush and forest fires in Crawford 
County are started by people burning 
leaves, brush, or rubbish. Besides facing a 
misdemeanor charge, anyone allowing a 
fire to escape is responsible for paying the 
costs of suppressing the fire. 

Permits for burning may be obtained by 
calling the DNR field office 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Monday-Friday and 9:30 a.m. to 6 p.m.

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Questions Continue 
About Natural River 
Pian For AuSable

A question and answer session in Grayling 
last week about the Department of Natural 
Resources proposal to include the AuSable 
River in the Natural Rivers Plan often turn- 
ed into an attack on the Natural Resources 
Commission. 

Comments from a number of the 25 per- 
sons attending the meeting indicated that 
the no-kill trout fishing ruling for the river 
and the possible removal of dams in the 
area have caused much distrust of any new 
program. One individual attending the 
meeting expressed the feeling that Douglas 
Carter, the DNR chief of the Natural Rivers 
Program, was not giving direct answers. 

Arthur Kerle, another property owner, 
commented that the NRC has not much sup- 


port here. He said, ‘“‘You cannot make 
people here believe that the NRC will not 
adopt the plan as it is now written.” 

Walter Isenhauer said that there is very 
little Jand along the East Branch of the 
AuSable that is above six feet above the 
water table. Under the Land Alteration sec- 
tion of the plan there is a prohibition against 
filling on the floodplain where the ground- 
water is within six feet of the surface. Car- 
ter answered by indicating that Zoning 
Boards can provide a variance for such 
cases. 

Carter was reminded that he also has 
stated in the past that if there are too many 
variances the state will step in and stop 
them from being issued.

Indiana Guard Asks 
To Use State Land 
Outside Camp Grayling

The Indiana National Guard wants more 
room to conduct military maneuvers this 
summer and has asked the Department of 
Natural Resources to use part or all of 21 
additional sections in Crawford County. The 
additional 21 sections are outside the bor- 
ders of the 150,000 acres owned or leased by 
Camp Grayling. 

According to a DNR official, the 38th In- 
fantry Division of Indiana has requested the 
Michigan State Military Board to seek the 
permission for using the additional land 
from June 1 to August 31, 1987. A letter from 
the state military requesting the use of the 
land was sent to the Lansing DNR head- 
quarters and was forwarded to the field for 
recommendation. 

The DNR spokesman said that the field 
opinion is to deny the permission. The final 
decision will be made presumably in the 
Lansing office. 

Sections requested are 3-8-17-20-29 in 
Township 28 North, Range 3 West. That area 
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is north of Crawford County Road 612 and 
the first tier of north south sections east of 
the I-75 Expressway. 

The second block of sections requested in- 
clude 13-14-15-22-23-24-25-26-27 Township 26 
North, Range 3 West. Those sections are lo- 
cated along Barker Lake Road and end at 
Thendara Road but south of M-72 east. Sec- 
tion 15 is the first one immediately east of 
Camp AuSable. 

Sections  9-10-11-14-15-16-17 in Town- 
ship 25 North, Range 3 West includes the 
land adjacent to the I-75 Expressway east of 
its junction with U.S. 27. It includes the state 
portions of the sections where Skyline Ski 
Area is located. Sections 11 and 14 are along 
Staley Lake Road. 

The DNR interpretation of the land use 
request is because the Indiana Guard will be 
in the area 17,000 strong during the June 13- 
20 training period. That number of troops is 
one half of the total to be on the scene from 
all National Guard Units during the entire 
summer.

- Discussion was held on the idea of a 
reduction of property values when the plan 


goes into effect. Carter denied that experi- 


ence has shown a reduction in market 
values. Members of the audiences refused to 
believe that statement. Marion Shirkey ask- 
ed whether there might be a rebate on taxes 
from the county if property values fell. 
There was no one in the audience who could 
answer that question. 


Carter explained in answer to all ques- 
tions that dealt with the need for variances 
that-these could be granted by the Crawford 


County Zoning Board. He observed that 


once the NRC approved the plan, the county 


-or township would have one year to adopt 
‘the zoning in the plan. If they did not, the 
State would step in and name a local zoning 
‘board with one DNR representative on it. At 
‘that point this would be the group that would 
-be approached for a variance. 

:-- A couple expressed concern about what 
‘the plan would do to affect the Salling Dam. 
“The dam has been in the news. lately be- 
‘cause the DNR claims it needs expensive re- 
‘pairs including a fish ladder and under- 
- water spillway. Carter had no answer. 

-.. Carter told the group at the beginning of 
-the meeting that the session was for asking 
‘and answering questions only. He said that 


there was no testimony to be taken at the 
meeting. It should be given at one of the 
public hearings later this month, he said. 

Despite the caution about testimony, 
many in the audience delivered negative 
comments on the plan, the DNR and the 
NRC. A number of individuals felt very 
strongly that the NRC was attempting to 
manage the private property along the river 
to the detriment of the owners. 

Carter said that the NRC has asked him to 
come up with a final recommendation on the 
plan for their meeting June 11-13 at the Mac- 
Mullen Conference Center at Higgins Lake. 
He was not positive whether the commission 
would make a fina) descision at that meet- 
ing. He noted that persons would be per- 
mitted to speak at the open session about the 
plan. 

A number of persons attending the session 
commented that the conference center 
would not be large enough to hold all of the 
residents and property owners. It was 
suggested that the NRC hold their meeting 
in Grayling since they should come to the 
city and see for themselves the opposition to 
the plan. 

The Grayling public hearing will be held 
at Grayling High School on April 28 at 7 p.m. 
Other hearings will be held in Roscommon 
and Gaylord during the month.

AS TAXPAYERS, we better keep an eye on 

this development. Sen. Kelly may be a bit 

ahead of his time in the proposal, but it’s not 

at all impossible tht the governor may 
someday move out of the Captol building. 

It wasn’t too many years ago that there 


' were only a couple of office buildings in Lan- 
' sing for all of state government, and the 
Capito! building was one of the important 


ones. 

Some 20 to 30 years ago, the Capitol 
housed not only the House, Senate and 
governor's office — plus all the staffs 
assigned to these functions — but also the 
state law library, plus the state supreme 
court, plus the secretary of state, attorney 
general, auditor general, treasurer and 
superintendent of public instruction. Of 
course, that was before state government 
got so efficient that it had to grow in giant 
strides. 

NOW, ALL OF THESE functions are outside 
the Capitol building, except the governor, 
Senate, House and some of the offices 
assigned to these functions. There are other 
office buildings in Lansing for legislative 
and gubernatorial staffs, committees and 
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Mary Ann. Or is it Mary Anne? Mart Ann? 
Merry Ann? Marianne? Maryann? Or there 
are probably a couple of more ways I 
haven’t come across yet. 

When I’m out taking photographs or 
covering news, I don’t take even traditional 
first names for granted. I ask the person to 
spell both names even at the risk of appear- 
ing stupid. 

Take a look at this wéek’s Avalanche. 
There are probably at least a couple of hun- 
dred names in it. Most of these names — 
such as in the bowling scores or school news- 
are dropped off at the Avalanche office. 

Although it would be nice to be able to 
check the spelling of every name that ap- 
pears every week, we obviously don’t have 
enough time and personnel to call every per- 
son to verify spelling. 

We do catch many of the misspelled 
names before they reach print. I catch some 
in editing stories but Rena Papendick, our 
typesetter, is great at catching misspelled 
names. Rena, a native of Grayling, prob- 
ably knows how to correctly spell more 
Crawford County residents than anyone else 
in the county. Alice Galvani, Sharon Neely, 
and Ilene Hatfield also catch misspellings 
while proofreading copy. . 

If a misspelled name does slip through, 
please call us at 348-6811. Even if you don’t 
want a correction published, your name will 
likely appear in our paper again and next 
time we can spell it correctly.

people fully realize the extent of a county 
commissioner’s job or the problems they 
have along the way in carrying out their 
responsibilities.

There are dozens of committees that com- 
missioners are assigned in representing 
Crawford County. Many of them such as 
those associated with the Health Depart- 
ment or with the Michigan Association of 
Counties demand that a commissioner 
travel toa distant location for meetings. 


Then there are the local responsibilities 
such as the one where a commissioner over- 
sees the operation of the Crawford-Otsego 
County Joint Landfill. He spends many 
hours every month helping to make that 
facility run smoothly. Other commissioners 

-meet frequently with a negotiating team 
dealing with the labor contracts for the 
county building and sheriff department em- 
ployees, 


tasks that these folks face for what one 
could class as “‘peanuts” for pay. @ 

Then there are the decisions that are 
made which draw fire from citizen groups. 
The budget hearing might be one example in 
point where certain groups attempt to have 
more money Set aside for a favorite opera- 
tion.

We have covered the commissioners 
meetings for many years and have observed 
some mighty patient elected representa- 
tives explain points to irate citizens, No, 
they are not always perfect in their aeci- @ 
sions.

Resource Review 


Lake ecologists have cate- 
gorized most lakes in the 
world into three types: (1) 
the  oligotrophic/eutrophic 
cycle of ordinary lakes; (2) 
special type lakes such as 
bog lakes, salt lakes or 
voleanic lakes among 
others; and (3) impound- 
ments. 


Locally, we have two very 
good examples of the first 
type. Higgins Lake is deep, 
clear, cold, biologically un- 
productive, has upper and 
lower layers separated by a 
thermocline, and with little 
shallow water or littoral, 
type vegetation. This is the 
typical description of an 
Oligotrophic Lake. Oligotro- 
phic translates roughly as 
“few foods” or ‘‘scant food’’. 
Because there is little food 
production at the lower end 
of the food chain, there is 
less and less production as 
you go up the chain. 
Generally, lake trout cisco 
and other cold water bottom 
fishes are at the top of the 
food chain. 


nutrients are called 
eutrophic or “rich food” 
lakes. Houghton Lake is a 
very good example of this 
type of lake. Its weed beds 
offer habitat for the many 
species of warm water fish 
found there. For example: 
northern pike, bass, bluegills 
and walleyes. 

There is a natural aging 
process for lakes called 
eutrophication. As Higgins 
Lake changes over hundreds 
or thousands of years; get- 
ting shallower, warmer and 
more populated by different 
species of plants and 
animals, it will become a 
eutrophic lake. Perhaps 
Houghton Lake, if it exists at 
all at that time, will be a 
small pond supporting algae 
and frogs, too shallow for 
fish to live. 

This is a natural process 
which will occur in time. 
Man in many cases speeds 
the process, however. By 
putting excess nutrients into 
a lake through septic tank 
and fertilizer use, for exam- 
ple, he increases the growth

North Branch Notes

The peace and serenity of 
life on the Northbranch is a 
strong pull for many people 
who live here. Sometimes 
outside influences take them 
away for a while, but many 
seem to find their way back. 
One of our local couples who 
have felt that pull strongly 
over the years, are Gary and 
Chery] Hopp. 

They were both born and 
raised in Rochester, 
Michigan. Gary graduated 
from Rochester High in 1970, 
then a year later Chery] 
graduated also. These two 
high school sweethearts 
were married in 1972 and 
bought their North Branch 
property in 1973. 

The Hopps moved to a 
rented house near Stephan 
Bridge in 1974. Gary worked 
in Roseommon at Eckerly 
Too) for five years until they 
started closing down 
operations. During those 
years they put a mobile 
home on their property and 
moved to our area. Cheryl 
worked at LP Plastics from 
1975 until 1978 when their fir- 
st son, Brett was born in 
February. The next year 
Travis was born in October. 

Gary went to Kirtland 
Community College to earn a 
degree in Natural Resour- 
ces, but the program 
disbanded after his first 
year, Thenext two summers 
found him working for the 
DNR, first in the forestry 
division, then on the river 
crew. He also had quite a 
growing clientel for his art 
as a taxidermist. His fine 
work can be found in many 
cabins in our area. 

The need to make an 
adequate living for their 
growing family urged Gary 
to take the civil service test 
and apply at Camp Lehman. 
He was told that they only 
hired experienced person- 
nel, so he proceeded to get 
that experience with his 
ultimate goal in mind: move 
back to their North Branch 
home and work at Camp 
Lehman. He applied at 
Jackson Stafe Prison and 
was immediately hired as a 
corrections officer. The old 
term “‘prison guard” has not 
been used for many years. 

I'm told that, at one time, 
Jackson State Prison was a 
self-supporting correctional 
facility, where the inmates 
raised their own food. That 


is no longer the case, but 
they still have a textile plant 
where they make their own 
undergarments and shoes. 
The prisoners also make our 
license plates and all of the 
state road signs. Many of 
the inmates from the various 
correctional facilities sell 
their craft projects in Hob- 
by-Craft stores throughout 
Michigan. 

Gary was at the Jackson 
Prison during the riot 
Several years ago, but he 
tells me that he has never 
had a prisoner try to harm 
him. He loves his job and 
feels that any rehabilitation 
of a prisoner must come 
from within themselves. 

In July of 1973, Gary ob- 
tained a transfer to the 
Kinross Correctional Facil- 
ity in the Soo. They all loved 
living in the U.P. but it 
wasn’t home. They had sold 
their mobile home and built 
a basement for the log home 
they dreamed about. Chery! 
and the boys moved into it 
and Gary commuted on 
weekends to their North 
Branch home. Gary found 
old barns in the U.P. to tear 
down and used _ the 
weathered barn wood for 
panelling in their basement 
home that has a fantastic 
view of the river. 

It took them a detour of 
five long years to finally ac- 
complish their goal of a job 
at Camp Lehman and an- 
swer the pull of the North 
Branch that they felt so 
strongly. 

Since Gary has now work- 
ed at three totally different 
types of correctional facili- 
ties, I asked him to explain 
the difference between 
them. He told me that Jack- 
son State Prison is for the 
hard core criminals of vio- 
lent crimes with a long term 
to serve. Kinross is for those 
who are near the end of their 
term while Camp Lehman 
hopes to prepare them to re- 
enter society. The inmates at 
Lehman work with the DNR, 
help out at Camp Grayling, 
maintain the city cemetery, 
and their latest project was 
the restoration of the train 
depot. 

While Gary worked in the 
U.P., Cheryl has kept busy 
raising the two boys and 
learning basket weaving. 
Their home is filled with the 
lovely baskets she has made. 
Cheryl is now enjoying 
working as one of the ‘‘pic-

trucks, a large inventory is necessary and at the end of 


February the lots held well over 3 million dollars worth. The 
employee payroll of the company for 1986 was over $725,000.

is Carob Better 
Than Chocolate?

With Easter rapidly ap- 
proaching, many health- 
conscious ‘‘Easter bunnies”’ 
are considering substituting 
carob candy for the 
chocolate usually found in 
their baskets. Is this a truly 
more healthful choice? 

If you’re making the sub- 
stitution to decrease the 
saturated fats in your diet, 
the answer is no. Though un- 
processed carob powder is 
lower in fat than cocoa 
powder, both powders are 
mixed with saturated fats 
and additional sugar when 
they are made into solid 
candy. 

The label on the carob 
candy may state that 
vegetable oils are used, but 
these are usually palm ker- 
nel oil and coconut oil, both 
of which are more highly 
saturated than cocoa butter. 
This means that some caroh 
bars contain more saturated 
fats than many chocolate 
bars, 

Does substituting carob 
candy for chocolate have 
any health benefits? 

Carob contains no stimu- 
lant, whereas cocoa contains 
theobromine, which = is 


Mental 


We are all acquainted with 
the older person who cannot 
for the life of him remember 
where he left his keys, where 
he has placed his glasses, or 
what he had for breakfast. 
Yet the very same individual 
who has memory deficet for 
comparatively recent events 
will remember with the 
greatest of clarity some 
event that occurred 30 or 40 
years back and will relate 
this remembered episode 
with the most minute detail. 

How can we explain this 
strange phenomenon? What 
does it mean? The dulling of 
recent memory and_ the 
sharpening of the remem- 
brance of things past are, 
psychologically speaking, an 
actual turning away from 
the painfulness of the 
present. 

The present is lacking in 
security and achievement, 
the past carries forever the 
record of a life lived success- 


fully. Not only is the 
memory loss a_ defense 
against the  improverish- 


ment of the present, but im- 
plicit in it is also an attempt 
to conserve energy. To re- 
member requires an expen- 
diture of psychic energy 
which the aging individual is 
loath to fritter away. Should 
the happenings of the 
present be very important to 
the unity of the person or 
gratifying in nature, they 
will not easily be forgotten. 


That the above is true 
may be indicated by two fac- 
tors. First, the type of 
memories that the -aged 
retain are those which in one 
way or another point up the 


-individual’s former mastery 
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similar to caffeine in its ef- 
fects. Most chocolate candy 
bars contain about as much 
stimulant as a 12 02. can of 
cola, 

There are also differences 
in the nutrient composition 
of carob and cocoa powders. 
Cocoa is higher in protein, 
phosphorus and iron. Carob 
is higher in calcium. How- 
ever, the amount of any of 
these nutrients in candy 
made from either carob or 
cocoa is negligible. Neither 
should be considered a signi- 
ficant source of nutrients 
other than calories. 

One true advantage carob 
has is that people who are 
allergic to chocolate may eat 
it. Carob does have a dis- 
tinct flavor, however, so it 
may take a bit of imagina- 
tion to believe you are eating 
chocolate. 

When cooking with carob 
powder, remember that it 
has more sugar (48 percent) 
than cocoa powder (5 per- 
cent) so you will need to 
reduce that amount of sugar 
in recipes when substituting 
carob powder. You must 
also remember to lower the 
oven temperature by 25 
degrees to avoid burning the 
carob.
